Federal Levies
15 Percent Of
Your Tax Bill

The taxs bill on Californians
for 1947.48 will average about

$506 per caplita, almost as

much as the $524 per capita
war-time peak of 194445, Call.
fornian Taxpayers’ Assoclation
reported today.

This year's $506 tax bill per
capita is made up of an esti.
mated $382 federal taxes, $68
state taxes, and about $56 of
local government taxes. The
Federal “take” out of each
tax dollar is 75.5 per cent,

The fiscal 1945 all-time peak
was made up of $422 federal
taxes, $63 state taxes and $39
local taxes, reaching the all-
time high total of $524 per
capita.

Pre-war 1940-41 tax bill on
Californians averaged $152 per
capita, with $57 federal, $51
state, and $44 local, the asso-
ciation said.

The total tax bill on Califor-
nians for the current fiscal
year is expected to top $56
billion.

Federal taxes on Califor-
nians, based on revenues of
$45.2 billions for 1947.48, will
amount to $3,842,000,000.
